opportunity for making answer, was 
for the purpose of preventing political 
or religious removals, or removals upon 

secret charges, but was in no way in- 
tended to curtail the power of re- 
moval for just cause. Under this rule, 
the reasons for a removal are to be a 
matter of record, but it does not im- 
pair in the slightest degree prompt ex- 
ercise of the power of discipline. 

In discussifig this rule, in the four- 
teenth report of the commission, D-- 
cember 21, 1897, it is stated that “if the 
reasons are sufficient the officer will 
not hesitate to make the removal.” It 
cannot be asserted that Maclay'’s re- 
moval! was for political or religious rea- 
sons, or upon secret charges, as the 
reaeons for the department's action are 
well known, both to Maclay and to the 
pubtic.

One of the most interesting 
features of this time of the year is the 
preparations made by the banks in this 
city, Boston and Philadeiphia for dis- 
bursing the January interest and divi- 
dends, which for these three financial 
centers alone are estimated at over 
$200,000,000. It is roughly estimated 
that '$150,000,000 will be distributed here, 
while some declare that $35,000,000 wili 
be paid out in Boston, and $25,000,000 in 
Philadelphia.

IN TRANSIT. 


Orange Growers Suffer 
Serious Losses. 


Railroad Companies to 
be Jacked Up. 


Transportation Facilities for 
Handling the Crop Are 
Inadequate. | 


‘(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 26.—{[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} The gigantic loss 
being sustained by the orange growers 
of this county by the failure of the 
Santa Fé and the Southern Pacific 
Railroad companies to properly care 
for the fruit while in transit, and to 
furnish rapid transit, has aroused the 
growers as never before, and a move- 
ment is now on foot looking toward 
the organization of all the orange or- 
chardists of Southern California, with 
a view of forcing the railroads to fur- 
nish better freight service, or, failing 
in this, to devise some means looking 
toward securing competing roads. 

Returns received from oranges 
shipped from here to New York, Buf- 
falo and other eastern markets for the 
Christmas trade, show that a great por- 
tion of the fruit, ranging from 3 to 4 
per cent., has rotted while in transit. 
The growers give two reasons for this: 
First, the failure of the trainmen to 
attend properly to ventilating of the 
cars, and, . the delay in trans- 
mission. 

In some instances it has taken twen- 


ty-five days to ship a car of oranges |. 


from here to New York, and as high as 
eighteen days has been consumed by 
the trip to Chicago. Growers and 
packers claim the New York trip 
should be made in ten days, and the 
Chicago trip in bix days. Fruit boxed 
tightly in a car for from twenty to 
twenty-five days is bound to rot, and 
it is to prevent this that the growers 
now propose to organize.

A’ School in Naki, Arabia. 
During my stay at Naki I visited 
some of the schools, of which there are 
five here, and. saw the children imbib- 
ing instruction in the usual Moslem 
style, repeating aloud sentences of the 
Keran or rules of grammar read out 
by the mollah. They attend in the 
morning, and may be seen at an early 
hour hurrying to school, boys and girls 
together, some with a “minfa,” or 
wooden Koran stand, on their heads, 
some with a painted board or camel 
shoulder blade, on which they learn to 
write, under their arm. The instructien 
given is of a very elementary char- 
acter—reading, writing Arabic gram- 
mar, the Koran, and a little arithmetic 
being the only subjects. But the boys 
of the learned and wealthy are often 
educated at home by a mollah. and 
advanced further. The lack of method 
is partly compensated for by Ahe pre- 
cocity and tenacity of y shown 
by the boys. Naki deserves attention 
for the comparatively advanced state 
of education among the people. there 
being a larger proportion of persons in 
this town able to read and write than 
in any other in Oman. There is a good 
number also. of professional scribes. 
Books, consequently. are not so scarce 
here as alsewhere. The higher position 
of learning here is attributed to the 
influence of the Persians, who occupied 
this part of the country during the time 
of Nadir Journal.

EDERAL PROTECTION FOR FOR- 
EIGNERS. 

An interesting and important ques- 
tion, as noted in a Washington 
dispatch, is under consideration by 
our government, relative to the afford- 
ing of protection to foreigners resid- 
ing in the United States. Ever since 


of a State are assumed to afford 
ample protection to all persons resid- 
ing within the boundaries of such 
State. The State laws do afford 
equal protection, in that fhey make 
no distinctions as between citizens 
and foreigners, so far as the guar- 
anties of personal and property rights 
are concerned. But in the case of a 
riot in which subjects of a foreign 
nation are killed, our national govern- 
ment, under existing laws, has no 
jurisdiction, as the questions arising 
are s-ttled under State laws. 

The difficulty of the matter arises 
from the fact that while our Federal 
government, in its ‘treaties, guaran- 
teés to foreign nations full protection 
for subjects of those nations residing 
in the United States, it has no power 
to make good these guaranties. The 
theory that each State of the Federal 
Union is (with certain limitations) a 
sovereignty, has barred the jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal courts in cases of 
the kind wun.er consideration. No 
forcign power could hold diplomatic 


Union; hence, as is apparent, when 
the subject of another nation is killed 
by a mob in any of the States, the 
government of which the victim was 
a cubject has no adequate remedy. It 
can call the attention of our govern- 
ment » treaty guaranties and sfipula- 


the necezsary power to give effect 
to these agreements, for the reason 
above noted. 
Our government has _ heretofore 
smoothed over matters of this kind by 
paying a money indemnity to the rel- 
atives of the persons killed. But 
this plan is merely a makeshift and 
does not go to the root of the matter, 
Referring: to this question, Sig. Mayor 
des Planches, the new Italian Am- 
bassador, is quoted in a Washington 
dispatch as follows: | 
“Under the treaty which exists be- 
t.een Italy and the United States the 
citizens of each country are guaranteed 
the fullest protection while residing 
ir other countries. In the case of 
Americans residing in Italy they have 
exactly the same rights of the same 
protection, the same recourse to the 
courts that an Italian subject enjoys. 
The only exception is in connection 
with political rights. In the case of 
italians residing in the United States 


can 
expression of the treaty, so far as it 
relates to Italians in this country, 


Federal authority over States, the cen- 
tral government is not able to give 
effect to the guaranty laid down by 
tue treaty. We fully recognize the 
difficulties of this situation, which has 
been as apparent to the statesmen of 
th:s country as they have to those of 
Italy. We have hoped this would 
bring about the enactment of a law 
which would permit the Federal gov- 
erment to carry out the guaranties 
of treaties. This would be a genuine 
remedy for affairs similar to those 
which have occurred in Louisiana and 
Mississippi, and would prevent the 
periodical agi‘ation over cases aris-. 
ing in the States. As these cases 
arose they would be assured of at- 
tention under the Federal authority 
with careful regard for the execution 
of treaty obligations. 

“Since the receht lynchings at Er- 
win, Miss., there has been more or 
less discrssion of the payment of a 
money indemnity. But in the view of 
th. Italian government, the question 
of indsmnity does not enter into the 
case. There has been no suggestion 
coming from us, much less a demand, 
fur a cash indemnity to the govern- 
ment. The Italian government does 
not seek blood money. At the same 
time the families of the victims, who 
are the ones most directly affected, 
are naturally willing to listen to a 
suggestion of a money indemnity, and 
wen these suggestions are volunta- 
rily made by the State or Federal au- 
thorities, we can do nothing more 
than be the medium for considering 
them in behalf of our people. But 
such indemnities arc to the peoplé 
affected, and not to the Italian gov- 
ernment, which feels that there is a 
far greater question involved than any 
financial return to individuals. It is 
the real and the permanent remedy of 
having the Federal laws give to 
Italian subjects the protection guar- 
anteed i. our treaties that we desire, 
and it is to this end that any ex- 
changes of views are tending, rather 
than to the payment of indemnities in 
special cases. What the Italian gov- 
ernment desires is a system covering 
all cases.” 

‘The reasonableness and the justice 
of these contentions are too obvious 
for debate. Uniess our government 


ns the full potentiality to make ;o00d 


every guaranty in the treaties into 
which it enters, the making of such 
treaties is more or less a farce. Some 
~»y should be found, and some way 
will undoubtedly be found, to mend 
this weak spot in our governmental 
system. | 

Upon a surface view of the matter, 
it would seem that foreigners. coming 
to the United States might be re- 
g: -ded, rntil they take out naturaliza- 
tion papers, as being under the espe- 
cial jurisdiction and protection of the 
Fe .ral government, by virtue of our 
treaty guaranties. When they re- 
nounce allegiance to their native 
land and become citizens of the United 
States, they, of course, become _ citi- 
zcns of the State in which they take 


j up residence, standing then in pre- 


cisely the same relation as American- 


born citizens. It would seem that 


there should be no great difficulty in 
extending the Federal laws so as to 
cover cases of this kind, placing for- 
eigners under the direct protection of 
the Federal government until they 
became naturalized citizens, and s0 
come under State jurisdiction. The

Wooly Aphis. 

The woolly aphi« is a sort of cousin 
to the phylioxera, and is about as dif- 


eficult to eradicate. Fo far as it is 


found on the branches it can be dis- 


‘posed of with little trouble by the use 


of kerosene emulsion or other caustic 
applications, but on the roots it can- 
not got at. Boiling water, wood 
ashes or other caustics which will not 
injure the tree can be applied to the 
crown and the jarge roots which can 
be uncovered, and in this way, and by 
keeping the branches clean, the pest 
can be kept down, but it cannot be 
eradicated. It seems to be much more 
injurious in some countries and dis- 
tricts than in others, and the best way 
to deal with it is by the use af re- 


| sistant stocks, of which Northern Spy 


is thought to be the best. It requires 
some skill to secure Northern Spy 
roots, as cuttings must be rooted for 
the purpose, except as trees may be 
known to be growing on their own 
roots, in which case ordinary root 
grafting may be used.—[{Chronicle.

thirteen and seventéen-year broods, ac- 
ing to their periodical appear- 
ance. In 1885, it will be remembered, 
the United States Was visited by a 
rfect horde of the cicada, which we 
rned at that time was a junction 
of both the thirteen and seventeen- 


year s. 

“The female in the beginning lays 
her eggs in slits or cracks, which . she 
makes by means of a #awlike instru- 
ment, in the Hmbs of young nursery 
stock and trees. In a couple of weeks 
these eggs are hatched, and out of 
them come little insects, which ap- 
pear like small ants. These ‘ants’ 
run ewiftiy al the limbs of the 
trees and then fall deliberately to the 


whine. 


ground and burrow their way into the. 
arkable 


earth. It is here that the rem 
feature of the periodical cicada is ap- 
parent. These insects, when once in 
the ground, remain in their subter- 
ranen abodes for thirteen or seventeen 
ears, according to the particular 
rood to which they belong. At 
end of -that time they emerge— 
thousands and even millions of them— 
and quickly swarm over the trees and 
shrubbery, when their shells part in 
the middle of the back, and out of 
the old covering comes the true cicada, 
or locust, as it is tommonly called, 
although the word locust should apply 
more particularly tothe grasshopper.” 

THE POULTRY YARD. 
Colds and Roup. 


Colds result from many causes, usu- 
ally exposure during aamp weather, 
and may be indicated in different ways, 
such as by coughing or sneezing, by 
swelled faces, watery eyes and nostrils, 
and sometimes as canker in the mouth, 
in which case there tay be roup. A 
simple cold can be easily managed and 
cured in a few days by keeping the 
fowls warm and dry. Castor oll in 
small doses of one teaspoonful is par- 
ticularly good when poured down the 
threat, In cases of canker, which is 
the worst form of cold or roup, more 
care is necessary. The ti fow! must 


be immediately removed fy>m the well 
ones, and pure water rovided for 
them in clean dishes, in which a few 
drops of a solution of copperas may be 
added occasionally. Feed no hard 
grain, and mix the dough with hot 
milk, feeding it sparingly. The di mfi- 
eulty is the iabor of handling the sick 
birds.-[Exchange. —

Strange to say, these sane 
men are not averse to roast chicken, 
neither will they refuse a dainty ome- 
let or a nicely boiled egg, and who 
ever heard-of them being satisfied with 
lees than half of a nice custard pie? 
if the hens don't pay, it is because 
they do not get the care and attention 
that they should. The poultry indus- 
try of the United States now exceeds 
in value any other agricultural crop, 
and it is capable of equally eas great 
proportional development on this side 
of the line. 

The first reason why hens are not 
paying is a lack of knowledge as to 
how to handle them for profit. Rals- 
ing and caring for poultry have to be 
learned like anything else. Success is 
not attained offhapd any mcve than it 
is in any other life of work. Nearty 


every one thinks he can raise chickens, | 
but that is just where he is mistaken. , 


It requires study; in fact, it requires 
an apprenticeship, for there is so much 
to learn about breeding and hatching 
the chicks. and feeding and caring for 
them. 

The next rearon for non-success is in 


the feeding. Work horses are fed in; 
order that they may be in condition to) 


do a geod day's work. How often the 
hens have to look after their own feed. 
During the summer they fare not sv 
badiy. because they get grass, seeds 
and insects, but evesa then, unless they 
have a very large range, they soon get 
it picked clean. They need regular 
feed in the summer as well as in the 
winter. Just as we have learned to 
feed the beef steer, the miich ‘ow or 
the work horse a properly balanced ra- 
tion, so there is a properly balanced 
ration, to be“made up for the hens 
which will supply all their needs and 
give the largest return for the outlay. 

A third reason why th@ hens do not 
pay is through the lack of care. Care 
and attention go a long way toward 
success in the poultry yard. The vigi- 
lant eyes of the breeder must see that 
everything is all right; the buildings 
warm and comfortable, the birds aot 
too crowded, the place free from ver- 


| min, that a supply of nice dry earth, 


lime and sand is iaid up during tiie 
summer for the winter's dust bata, 
ete. A nice paying flock of fowls is nct 
attained and maintained without car 
and attention, but, given properly bai- 
anced food, and all work intelligently 
carried out, the hens will convince the 
most sceptiCtal farmer that they dc.

THE STOCK FIELD. 
They Never Complain.

Under 
extraordinary circumstances, says The 
Road, they have indeed been known 
to overcome the impediment. The ex- 
tremity of terror, as when they have 
been attacked by savage beasts or the 
sudden shock of agonizing pain, as 
when they have been horribly wounded 
on the battlefield, has sometimes ex- 
torted from them a piercing, dolorous, 
almost human scream, which nobody 
who has heard it can easily forget. 
Most horses which die in pain expire 
in silence, or utter merely a n or 


The galled jade may wince, but ut- 
ters no cry. The cart horses of our 
busy cities make no audible complaint 


_ under the lash of the whip. the strain 


of an overioad, of the stupid jerkings 
of the reins by ignorant drivers. It 
cannot be that they lack the will, but 
they have been denied the power. A 
few exceptional instances no more af- 
fect the general truth of this rule than 
the care of Balaam’s ass provides a 
proof that all asses (of the four-legzed 
variety, be it understood,) posress the 
power of speech.

The champion steer at the Interna- 
tional Exposition and National Live 
Stock Convention, at Chicago, was the 
Hereford, Wood's Principal, which 
weighed 1645 pounds alive and dressed 
1102 pounds, a shrinkage of a little 
more than 30 per cent. He was sold at 
50 cents a pound, live weight, or $822.50. 
But when he came to the cutting up, 
he was not considered by the judge@it 
all, as he was entirely too fat. He 
showed 66.99 per cent. beef, 5.78 per 
cent, fat, 6.20 per cent. hide. The first 
prize at the block test went to Elm 
Park Lad, an Angus steer, 2 years 9% 
months old, that was faitened at the 
Michigan Agricultural College. He 
weighed 1620 pounds alive, dressed 1032 
pounds; had 63.15 per cent. beef, and 
8.77 per cent. fat, 5.19 per cent. hide. 
Be it understood that the percentage 


of fat given here is the tallow. The 


fat to which the judge objected was 
on that classed as beef. Elm Park Lad 
was placed third in the judging on the 
hoof, and also took the blue ribbon 
as best in the class of two-year-olds 
and less than 3 years old. It was not 
considered a triumph of Angus Over 
Hereford, but of the college system of 
feeding. Most of those shown as fat 
stock on the hoof were too fat to cut 
up well on the block.—{American Cul- 
tivator. 


THE DAIRY. 


The Dual Purpose Cow. 

The discussion between the advocates 
of dual-purpose and special-purpose 
cattle has become decidedly acrimoni- 
ous in some of t® eastern agricultural 
papers of late. There are many dis- 
cussions of agricultural problems which 
serve a useful purpoge, even when they 
become bitter, but we do not see that 
very much good is resulting from this 
particular discussion. ques- 
tion as to which kind of cattle will 


pay him best must be solved by every 
farmer for himself. There is no one 
kind of, breed of cattle best and most 
profitable for everybody and under alli 
circumstances. If a man is dairying 
and expects to make the business pay, 
he must know, regardless of breed, 
what each cow is giving him in return 
for the food she consumes. If he is 
raising cattle as well as dairying, then 
the difference in the value of the calves 
may offset the difference in the amount 
received for butter fat, but this also is 
a practical question. If one cow gives 
$50 worth of butter fat in a year, and 
another $40 worth, and the cost of feed- 
ing and caring for the two cows is the 
same, then the calf of the cow which 
gives 340 worth of butter fat must, 
when it is born, be worth $16 more than 
the calf of the other cow. This state- 
ment is subject, however, to the first 
cost and final selling price of the two 
cows. If we assume that the cow 
which produces the least butter fat 
will sell for $10 more than the other 
one after their term of usefulness in 
the dairy is over, then it will be proper 
to credit to the cow which produces the 
smaller amount of butter enough for 
each year—say $$1.50—to makg up for 
the whole time the sum of $10. 

When every fartner knows just what 
his cows are doing for him in the way 
of profits, he will be very little con- 
cerned about the question whether spe- 
clal-purpose or dual purpose cattle pay 
best. His cattle will be special pur- 
pose so far as he individually is con- 
cerned, even !{f the characteristics of 
his cows are those which apply to the 
kind known as dual purpose. The spe- 
clal purpose of every farmer's cows 
should be to make the most money 
possible for him under the system 
which conditions make it practicable 
for him to follow to the best advantage.

SHEEP HUSBANDRY. 
Uniformity of Wool. 


Prof. Thomas Shaw: Uniformity ina 
fleece of wool adds much to its value. 
But to understand its value it is neces- 
sary to know what is meant by uni- 
formity. It has reference to several 
phases, bearing on quality more or less 
directly, as, for instance, similarity 
with reference to distribution over the 
body, similarity in fineness of staple, 
similarity in length and similarity in 
density and elasticity. These are the 
more prominent of the essentiais in 
uniform wool. 

When the wool is pessessed of much 
resemblance in character over all parts 
of the body it is said to be uniform as 
to quality. Frequently # is not thus 
distributed as to that feature. Some- 
times wool will be fine on certain parts 
of the body and quite coarse on cer- 
tain other parts. Sometimes it is soft 
on certain parts and harsh on other 
parts. Sometimes it is not uniform in 
eurl, and semetimes it is not uniform 
in crimp. The greater the resembiance 
in all essentials in the various proper- 
ties which appertain to it over all 
paris of the body the more uniform it 
is in quality. 

When the wool in the fleece is nearly 
equally fine at the thou'der, ribs, 
hips, thighs and rumps, it is said to be 
uniform as to fineness. Oftentimes it 
will be fairly fime on the ribs and at 
the shoulders and very coarse at the 
hips. Frequently it is fairly fine at the 
shceulders and is yery coarse at the 
rumps. Unevenness of character in 
this respect is very objectionable, since 
it causes a grading of the various 
paris of the fleece with refcrence to the 
uses that are to be made of it, which 
is positively troublesome. 

When the tlength in the wool is 
nearly the same at the shoulders, hips, 
backs, sides and thighs it is said to be 
uniform as to length. It is, of -ourse, 
scarcely to gct wool of «qual 
length over all parts of the body, but 
the more nearly the different parts re- 
semble each other, the more uniform 
it is as to length. Wool is usually 
shorter on the belly than on the bark, 
but it is not desirable to have great 
difference in this respect. When it is 


-nearly equally elastic at the shoulder, 


loin and rump, tt is said to be uniform 
in density. These parts are taken as 
representative of the whole. The elas- 
ticity may be judged of pressing 
the palm of the hand downward when 
spread over the surface of the fleece. 
When there is a strong resistance to 
pressure from the hand, or when the 
wool when thus pressed down does not 
readily regain its normal place, it is 
not elastic, but when it readily regains 
its normal position, it has this quality. 
Uniformity in wool may te obtained 
through careful breeding, with a view 
to that end sought, aided by the most 
careful selection. Great improvement 
may thus be secured In a few genera- 
tions, by giving the matter the atten- 
tion which its importance demands. 
NEED MORE DETECTIVES. 
Boston Officers Say Local Police De- 
partment is Crippled for Want of Men 
to Catch Thieves. 


Inspector William Burke and Detec- 
tive Hart of the Boston police depart- 
ment left for home yesterday, taking 
with them Ed Harvey, alias a dozen or 
more other names, one of the most 
noted crooks in the country. He is 
wanted in Boston for a series af rob- 
beries, and the officers there have been 
searching the country for him for more 
than a year. They say that they have 
cases enough against him to insure his 
getting a long term in the Massachu- 
setts penitentiary. The visiting offi- 
cers were here long enough to see what 
work the Los Angeles police force is 
doing, in fact, they accompanied the 
local. officers in part of. their work. 

“IT have been in the police business 
for more than thirty years,"’ said In- 
spector Burke yesterday, “and in that 
time I have been pretty much over the 
world, but I have never seen a de- 
partment which is so handicapped and 
which in spite of that handicap is do- 
ing such good work as the Los Angeles 
police force. 

“What Los Angeles needs is a larger 
detective force. You do not have so 
many drunks and street fighters that 
your uniformed men cannot handle 
them. Of course you have your share, 
and there should be more patrolmen, 
but here in Southern California thieves 
are thicker than hair on a dog, and it 
takes detectives to catch them. What 
chance has a man whose work is con- 
fined to a beat which he patrols during 
a given time, to catch a man who is 
known all over the country as a thief 
and whe can work in any part of the 
city? We are taking with us one of 


the shrewdest thieves in the country, 


which your men picked up. It is true 
that he was arrested by a patrolman, 
and a good one; but if it were known 
among the criminals that you had a 
larger detective force, the _ thieves 
would not be anxious to come here.”

Within the 
last eighteen months thousands of 
young trees have been planted and 
long-negiected old ones pruned 
cultivated. Potatoes yield 200 sacks, 
and onions from two to four tong per 
acre. 

The best of all is that the farmers 
are getting good prices for their prod- 
ucts. The wide-awake merchants of 
Los Angeles are now handling nearly

ment breakwater is about completed, 
and the curve connecting it with the 
eastern arm is building. From the 
westerly end of the breakwater, which 
end is 1900 feet from shore, the sea wall 
is laid up to the level of mean low tide 
for 3000 feet eastward. Rock has been 
dumped along the piece extending 
nearly six hundred feet eastward. 

At the west end the depth is only 
about twenty-four feet below mean 
low tide. The depth where rock is now 
being delivered is about fifty-two feet, 
and all the rest of the sea wall site has 
about that+depth. When the sloping 
sides of the wall are considered, it will 
be understood that the lineal 
of the work must be much slower in the 
deeper water than it was in the shal- 
lower water where the start was made. 
The trestle from which the rock is 
dumped has been extended to a point 
3792 feet eastward from the west end 
of the sea wall, or 5692 feet from land. 

Up to Tuesday evening the contract- 
ing concern, the California Construction 
Company, nad delivered 403,558 tons of 
rock. The quantity dumped by Held- 
maier & Neu, the former contractors, 
was 83,665 tons, making 487,223 tons in 
all. 

The contractors are steadily reducing 
their deficit in the government require- 
ment as to quantity of rock to be de- 
livered up to this time. On Christmas 
eve they had within the present month 
delivered 37.294 tons. The government 
requirement for all of December is only 
25.000 tons, so that by the end of the 
month the contractors wili have to 
their credit several tons 
to be allowed on the deficit. Last 
weeks deliveries averaged eighty-three 
carloais of rock per day.

Wweshitends Now Has a Specimen of 

the Most Interesting Anima! in All 

Australia 

[Washington Star:} Of the new ani- 
mais received lately and attracting the 
most attention is a young dingo, just 
received from Australia, and presented 
to the Zoo by Dr. F. W. Goding, United 
States Consul at Newcastle, New South 
Wales. In many respects the dingo can 
lay claim to being one of the most 


one single exception, the entire mam- 
matian fauna of the island continent 
was marsupial—that is to say, all the 
animals were of the roo and opos- 
sum family of pouched animals. The 
single cxception to this rule was the 
dingo, a very large and able-bodied va- 
riety of wolf, the only carnivore on 
the island. 

The dingoes hunt in packs ait have 
things pretty much al) their own way 
among 
animals of Australia. 

OF THE DOG FAMILY. 


At first naturalists were very much 


puzzied to find a wolf in such a place | 


as Australia, but later investigations 
have satisfied them that the dingo is, 
after all, nothing more than a variety 
of the domestic dog that has run wiid 
for generations. 

There was a time, centuries ago, when 
Australia was uninhabited, and the 
native tribes have distinct traditions 
that their forefathers came in canoes 
from New Guiena and the north, bring- 
ing with them a variety of dog. The 
dingo does not differ much from the 
dogs kept by the Australian aborigines, 
and when he is closely studied, 


evident that he is after all only a 
wild dog. 

The dingo has the lo wolf ears, but 
his muzzle is far from being as sharp 
and pointed as the wolves of Europe 
and America. In color he ranges from 
a beautiful maroon or mahogany 
brown to the color of an ordinary ‘‘yal- 
ler cur.” The latter variety is con- 
fined mostly to Northern Australia, 
while the maroon-colored dingo is in- 
digenous to the southern coast of the 
island. The tail of the dingo ts inter- 
=e between that of a dog and 
w 


The dingo now at the Zoo fs quite a 
young animal, and of a deep maroon 
color. Lake all his kind, he has a deep, 
melancholy howl, quite like that of 
the ordinary wolf. In the National Mu- 
seum there is a stuffed and mounted 
specimen of the adult dingo, from 
North Australia, of much lighter color 
then the one at the Zoo.
